At 
1 o'clock this morning the steamer 
reached the port Batabano about 40 
miles south of Havana. The three 
men left the ship and made their way 
to Havana in search of aid for the 
injured.

BUSY DAY IS PASSED 
BY QB@EEN IN GOTHAM. 

New York, October 22.—A_ royal 
procession of 27 touring cars headed 
by the shiny blue cabriolet containing 
Marie, queen of Rumania, raced from 
end to end of Manhattan Island Fri- 
day, and occasionally zig-zagged across 
its roaring latitudes while the visit- 
ing celebrity put in about 15 hours 
that would have done credit to the in- 
defatigable Prince of Wales. 

A tired queen and a queen with a 
slight cold went to bed at the Hotel 
Ambassador Friday night. She had 
placed flowers, breathed prayers, made 
speeches, missed a broadcasting en- 
gagement, ridden many miles and met 
104 financiers since she ate griddle 
cakes and sausage in the railroad 
yards for an 8:30 o'clock breakfast, 
after an early morning trip from Phil- 
adel phia, 

It was late at night when her majes- 
ty arrived at the Iron and Steel board 
institute dinner at the Commodore, 
where 1,200 were gathered to do her 
honor. 

It was so late, in fact, that Queen 
Marie made it just in time for the 
speeches and accepted the invitation 
of Judge Elbert H. Gary for a late 
supper at his Fifth avenue residence. 

Queen Marie had made __ several 
changes of costumes during the day, 
and she entered the great dining 
room clad in a black velvet gown 
with silyer eloth about the neck and 
shoulders. The whole was a jeweler's 
setting for her headdress, which was 
a diamond tiara, and for a low droop- 
ing diamond necklace from which one 
larger diamond was suspended. 

Although speeches were made by 
Marcus Kavanaugh, a former Chicago 
judge; by Dwight P. Morrow and by 
Judge Gary, the queen’s was unex- 
pectedly among the longest. She spoke 
for 20 minytes, regaling the industrial 
magnates with personal reminiscences 
of Rumanian life and her war experi- 
erces, 

Two bursts of laughter greeted the 
queen’s sallies. One came when she 
said, “the king is boss in Rumania— 
everybody minds him and I do, too.” 

Another followed when she told an 
anecdote to illustrate the point. She 
liad wanted to visit her sister, then 
queen of Greece, but it had been a 
hard year in Rumania— a drouth was 


ered in any sense prophylactic against 
measles. 

_ Chorea (St. Vitus’s dance) occurred 
in seven of the 1.200 children with en-

A history of pains suggesting a tend- 
ency toward rheumatic fever was ob- 
tained in an equal number of children 
in both groups. 

Fifty-two children in the contro! 
| group (with enlarged tonsils or ade- 
noidg not operated upon) were found 
with evidence of heart disease at the 
final examination, and in the group 
that had been operated upon there 
were 44 such cases. This is not a 
striking difference, but undoubtedly 
as the years of !ater childhood roll by 
the control group will develop a much 
higher rate of heart disease, while the 
children who were operated on will 
remain comparatively free from it. 

Speaking about Dr. Kaiser's contri- 
bution, Dr. Hugh McCullough, _ St. 
Louis pediatrician, says that in heart 
digease among children’ the tonsils 
should be removed, irrespective of 
their appearance, with the hope of 
preventing further attacks of tonsilli- 
tis and further damage of tie heart. 
He looks upon diseased tonsils as-a 
focus of infection causing rheumatic 
fever, heart disease and chorea, 

Tonsils seem to be -the cause of 
much trouble. Are they ever good for 
anything? Have they any useful 
function? Should we try to keep 
them? That's something else to talk 
| about.

Liberal Catholic 


The Rev. Paul A. O'Neal, of Chi- 
cago, Emory university theological 
student, who firmly believes that 
Christ will return to earth in the 
slender body of the young Indian, J. 
Krishnamurti, who is hailed by theos- 
ophists as the “New Messiah,” an- 
nounced Friday that the Church of 
'St. Alban, Liberal Catholic church, 
would open in Atlanta in the near 
future, , 

Mr. O'Neal, who will be priest in 
charge at St. Alban, was attracted 
to the Liberal Catholic church, he 
says, partly because of its “intellec- 
tual liberty and liberal Christian prin- 
ciples and doctrines.” He is a devout 
theosophist, and believes in the com- 
ing of the “World Teacher,” believing 
that Christ will use the body of Krish- 
namurti, recently come to this coun- 
try. as his divine vehicle. 

The belief that Christ has chosen 
the body of Krishnamurti is consid- 
ered very reasonable by the priest of 
St. Alban. 

“The Liberal Catholie church is an 
irdependent organization; neither 
Roman Catholic nor Protestant,” ac- 
cording to Mr. O'Neal, “but Catholie 
—universal. It is in no way depend- 
ent upon the See of Ronie or upon 
any See or authority outside of its 
own administration: It was formerly 
known as the old Catholic church in 
Great Britain, its episcopal success 
being derived through the ancient 
archiepiscopal See of Utrecht in Hol- 
land, the Mothez-See of the old Cath- 
, oliec chureh, « 

“The Liberal Catholie church.” he 
continues, “is a living Christian 
church—‘modernist’ in that it main- 
tains that forms of religion should 
keep pace with human growth and 
enlightenment: ‘historic’ in that it 
holds that the church has handed 
down a very precious heritage from 
the Christ himself.” 

‘The chief act of worship in the 
Liberal Catholic church is the Holy 
Eucharist, he explained. the one serv- 
ice “instituted according to the gos- 
pel narrative, by the Tord Christ.”

Operation 


Is Fatal — 


ToFormerChampion 


Of Middleweights 


Miss Naomi Braden, His Fiancee, at Bedside When Fight- 
er Takes Final Count—Death is Result of Bone 
Fracture Received in Auto Mishap. 


BY FRANK GETTY. 


New York, October 22.—One 


of boxing’s most colorful ex-cham- 


pions, Harry Greb, of Pittsburgh, who fought and defeated the best fight- 
ers of the past 10 years, while defying all rules of training and good 
conduct, died Friday following an operation in an Atlantic City sani- 


tarium. 


Greb, reckless, irresponsible, lion-hearted, will be missed by boxing 


fans even though his star had set a 

In his prime, the Pittsburgh wind- 
mill whipped Gene Tunney, the pres- 
ent world’s heavyweight champion; 
Jack Dempsey, whom he outfought in 
a private quarrel aboard the good 
ship “Granite State;” Tommy Gib- 
bons, cleverest of heavyweights; 
Johnny Wilson, from whom he won 
the middleweight title in 1923; Mic- 
key Walker, and a host of other cham- 
pions. 

During his 18 years in the ring, 
Greb fought 400 fights. He was a 
marvel of boxing in that he never 
trained seriously for any of these con- 
tests, and burned the candle at both 
ends during the brief periods between 
bouts, 

Wine, women and fast automobiles 
appealed most to Harry Greb, and 
brought about his death at the age 
of 32. It was following one of the 
many automobile accidents in which 
he had been a victim that the boxer, 
whose real name was Harry Berg, 
was taken to a sanitarium for an op- 
eration to remove a broken bone from 
his skull. 

From that operation Greb never re- 
covered. It was performed Thursday 


his death. 


was in worse shape than ever. Na- 
ture finally had taken its toll and 
Greb was beaten more decisively than 
on the first occasion, 

With plenty of money made from 
his 400 fights—but with no idea of 
how to save or invest it—Greb lived 
loosely and at a killing pace during 
the past two years since his wife 
died of tuberculosis.

New York, October 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The stock market 
today opened moderately strong, broke 
sharply when selling pressure was re- 


newed against the motor shares and 
then rallied briskly in the last few 
minutes of trading, with closing 
prices irregularly lower. As in most 
sessions of late, the fluctuations bere 
little relation to the day's news. but 
reflected the play of professional 
traders, with the so-called publie ap- 
parently taking little interest in the 
proceedings. Total sales again fell 
below two million shares. 

Failure of operators for the rise to 
attack an outside interest in the re- 
covery which began late Wednesday, 
slightly stiffer call money rates, re- 


newed weakness of the cotton market,

York, October 22.—Raw sugar was 
firmer today with prices 1-18 of a cent 
higher, on increased demand from refiners. 
Sales were 125,000 bags of Cuban for October 
and November shipment at 4.58, duty paid.

JARDINE ADVISES = 
GRUP ROTATION 


Washington, October 22.—(7)—~ 
Confidence that cooperation hetween 
the agriculture department and south- 
ern agencies will bring about “a pro- 
gram of safe, sound, permanent agri- 
culture that will fit the various dif- 
ficnities that arise” was expressed 
today by Secretary Jardine. 

He said the department was work- 
ing on “the pressing problem” of prep- 
erly disposing of the cotton crop of 
this year, and was sure that “a plan 
will be put into effect that will sue- 
eeed not only in earing for this year's 
crop but in placing future marketing 
of cotton on a more equitable basis.” 

The principal problem at present is 
to remove part of this year’s cotton 
production from the market and to 
reduce the next season’s acreage “to 
fit more nearly the demand of the 
market of the world,” he declared. 

“We are thus tackling first the 
two immediate difficulties. At the 
same time that we are dealing with 
the present situation, however, we 
ought to look ahead over a_ period 
of years. One of the main disad- 
vantages that southern farming had 
faced is that it had been on a year 
to year basis instead of on a long-time 
program. We need always to look 
out for what is directly ahead of us, 
but we want also to adopt a program 
of safe, sound, permanent agriculture 
that will fit the various difficulties 
that arise. 

‘The primary essential is to get 
production of cotton down to the need 
of the world. In 10 important south- 
ern states, the acreage of cotton in- 
in 1909 to 
33,000,000 in 1919, and 46,000,000 for 
the present crop year. In the same 
1¢ years, the land planted to corn 
decreased from 30,000,000 to 24,000,- 
000. ‘The small grain crop acreage 
went down from 14,400,000 acres to 
12,800,000. 

“Swine and dairy cattle likewise 
diminished in these states. ‘The num- 
ber of swine was 14,800,000 in 1920 
but was 8,900,000, or only about two- 
thirds as many in 1925. 

“Obviously there has been a steady 
drift to the greater production of cot- 
ton, and this has been at the sacri- 
fice of diversified crops.”

When the minutes were read today 
tevs. D. H. Butler, G. L. Jackson 
and N. B. Morton discussed the ad- 
dress made last night concerning the 
opportunity and chance of the negro 
race. The different versions of the 
speakers showed advanced views on 
the topic. 

The negro. like other people, shows 
that he is thinking and studying the 
interest of his race from the locality 
where he lives. 

Wednesday night Rev. C. K. Brown, 
one of the leading preachers of the 
M. FE. church; J. D. Chovis and C. H. 
Hardwick praised the city and both 
races of Chattanooga and declared 
progress is being made and that the 
cood feeling between the races places 
Chattanooga in the forefront of large 
southern cities. 

More than 1,500 negroes gave close 
attention to a program that can but 
result in good for the people of this 
city. The singing was a feature of 
the nrogram. 

The presiding elders and leading 
pastors, and especially Dr. S. L. How- 
ard, in charge of Warren chapel, are 
ay satisfactory reports. 

R. A. Adams, of Kansas City.

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IN FRISCO QUAKE 


BY H. 0. THOMPSON. 

San Francisco, October .22.—Al- 
though visited by the most severe earth 
shocks since the quake disaster ot 
1906, San Francisco has escaped a 
repetition of that great tragedy. 

Iwo sharp tremors of major inten- 
sity rocked cities and towns of cen- 
tral California before dawn Friday. 
causing wild panics in several com 
munities and resulting in damage 
which mounted steadily as _ reports 
continued to come in through the day. 

Contrasting with the actual occur- 
rences, however, was a startling pic-| 
ture presented by Father J. S. Ricard. 
of the University of Santa Clara, not-'! 
ed meteorologist and astronomer. who. 
told the United News that a few miles 
difference in the center of the disturb- 
ance might have meant appalling de- 
struction in San Francisco. 

Father Ricard differs with other 
scientists who maintained that the 
tremors were along the line of the 
Great San Andreas Fault, which caus- 
ed the earthquake resulting in the 
San Franciseo horror of 1906. 

“From careful checking here I place 
the center of disturbance near Mount 
Diablo, at the juneture of the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys,’’ Fa- 
ther Ricard said. 

Mount Diablo is the “moving” moun- 
tain east of Berkeley, which has ap- 
pealed to the popular imagination be- 
cause scientists say it has developed 
a westward movement which threatens 
to deposit it within the city limits of 
Berkeley. 

“This puts it east of the San An- 
dreas Fault,” Father Ricard said 
“and I believe there was no connec-

The earthquake was felt between 
Santa Rosa, 55 miles north of here.
